Muskingum County is home to both a 
Y-shaped bridge and an S-shaped bridge. 


Zanesville native Alexander Coffman Ross operated a jewelry 
store on Main Street before the Civil War. Ross is most known 
for writing the campaign song "Tippecanoe and Tyler, too" for 
President William Henry Harrison and he is also credited as 
being the first photographer in Ohio 
having made the first daguerreotype 
west of New York City in 1839. 




Discover the Past, Present b Future 


In the 1790s, a settlement was established at the confluence 
of the Licking and Muskingum Rivers as Colonel Ebenezer 
Zane and his son-in-law John Mclntire blazed Zane’s Trace, 
the original pioneer trail into the old Northwest Territory. 
Zane, a Revolutionary War veteran, was commissioned by 
the U.S. Congress to blaze a pathway into the rolling hills 
and the dense forests of the Ohio Valley and establish ferry 
crossings at three major rivers including the Muskingum. 

A town laid out by Mclntire called Westborne quickly grew 
out of the settlement and in 1801 it was renamed Zanesville 
in honor of Colonel Zane. Zanesville served as the capital 
of Ohio from 1810 to 1812. 

Transportation continued to play a key role in the rich history 
and development of the community. Zane's Trace later became 
the National Road, the first federally-funded highway 
in America. For several decades the National Road was 
America's busiest land artery to the West, the "Main Street 
of America" that opened the heart of a nation. 


In 1814, the city 's well known Y-shaped bridge was initially 
constructed to cross the junction of the Licking and 
Muskingum rivers in the center of Zanesville. Since the 
early 1800s, the Y Bridge has received worldwide attention. 
Ripley's Believe it or Not featured Zanesville's Y Bridge as 
"the only bridge in the world which you can cross and still 
be on the same side of the river." Today, residents rely on 
the Y Bridge for everyday transportation. 

Nature granted Zanesville other advantages as well, rich 
natural resources such as sand, clay and iron made Zanesville 
and Muskingum County ideal for the manufacturing of 
steel, glass and pottery. In fact, the clay resources allowed 
Zanesville to become known as the "Pottery Capital of 
the World." 

In southeast Ohio, pottery started as a raw material, clay 
taken from the ground by pioneers and farmers who used 
it to make practical household items. It grew into an entire 
industry with skilled craftsmen, the descendants of those

pioneers hand-crafting and painting attractive dinnerware, 
delicate art pottery, sturdy stoneware crocks and decorative 
ceramic tile. Pottery is still made today in the communities 
of Muskingum County and southeast Ohio, using many of 
the same hand-crafted methods and producing the same 
American-made quality. 

Zanesville-Muskingum County is comprised of a thriving 
central city, well-groomed residential areas, rural rolling hills 
and picturesque villages. It is a charming, historic community 
filled with treasures. When visiting, a wise first stop is the 
Welcome Center located off Interstate 70 at 205 N. Fifth Street 
in downtown Zanesville.

Butterfly Habitat 

There is much more to see at the Wilds than rhinos and 
cheetahs though. Just across from the main parking lot is the 
Butterfly Habitat, an important Ecology project. Over 12 acres 
of grassland are being enriched with native flowering plants 
to attract and provide habitat for many species of butterfly. 

A walking trail leads through prairie, wetland, and woodland 
habitats. The Birding Station at Jeffrey Point on State Route 
284 offers a sweeping vista rich with grasslands that harbor 
an abundance of ground- nesting songbirds and raptors, 
as well as lakes often teeming with waterfowl. 

Zipline Safari 

Enjoy the Wilds from an aerial perspective on a Zipline Safari. 
Led by two professionally trained guides, this 2 Vi hour experi- 
ence consists of 10 ziplines and a rappel built on a series of 
observation platforms overlooking various exotic animal species. 
Adventurers will zip along a network of cables, through the 
trees, over the animal watering holes, lakes, and pastures, 
finally landing among the amazing giraffes. 

Horseback Safari Tours 

The Wilds also offers Horseback Safari tours for guests who 
love wildlife and are looking for a new adventure. These tours 
take guests on a journey along the beautiful hillsides of the 
Wilds overlooking breathtaking landscapes with spectacular 
views of safari areas and habitats.
